THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM 
The Democratic politicians at Xe"w 


York decided to pussyfoot for the presi- 
dency. No name aroused the genuine en- 
thusiasm of the convention and spectators 
so much as that of Woodnrw "Wilson, yet 
•when it came to taking a stand on the is- 
sue on -which Mr. "Wilson's greatest fame 
Trill rest, the politicians deserted him. In 
a recent "biography of Woodrow Wilson 
the assertion is made that his most notable 
single achievement was his arousing in the 
[American people of an international con- 
science. We think this is a true estimate. 
Mr. Wilson's place in history will be fixed 
primarily by what he did or attempted to 
do to terminate war and to bring about 
that stability and understanding between 
nations that make for law, order and 
Justice in our own country. 


Sooner or later his idealism with re- 


spect to international association for the 
promotion of peace will triumph. 
It is 


only a question of time- If it is not done 
through, the League of Nations it will be 
done through some other agency, but the 
probability is it will be through the 
League. Isolation will one day arise as 
a plague to torment its originators. If 
there is one thing the Democratic party 
lias on which to base an appeal to the 
confidence and support of the voters, it 
is on the idealism and high purposes of 
the Wilson administration. "While there 
is much to applaud Mr. Wilson on his do- 
mestic policies and accomplishments, his 
reputation rests chiefly on his foreign 
policy. 


The Democrats in convention assem- 


bled at Xe-.r York were afraid to indorse 
Mr. Wilson's foreign policy. 
The rout- 


ing they got in 1920 was too fresh in 
their memories to permit them to be cour- 
ageous. In refusing to indorse American 
membership in the League, under suit- 
able reservations, they conceded that they 
were beaten four years ago o:\ this issue,' 
which of course was not the fact in any 
sense of the word. In order to evade this 
issue they propose an insincere, imprac- 
tical, in fact impossible, referendum on 
the League. They know it will never be 
held, and they know it would not be con- 
clusive if it were held. It is a dishonest 
expression, and is disappointing to every 
"believer in Wilson's statesmanship and 
leadership. 


The plank on the Ku Klux Ban is equal- 


ly cowardly. By one vote only, the conven- 
tion decided not to mention the Klan by 
name. It is unfortunate that the religious 
and racial controversy should have devel- 
flfped in the Democratic party. Since 
it did develop there was only one right 
and honorable way to deal with it, and 
that was to fearlessly uphold the consti- 
tutional guarantees of religious and racial 
liberty. The Klan has injected itself into 
the politics of the Democratic party. It 
should have been repudiated specifically 
by name. 
One-half the delegates were 


afraid to do this because they were afraid 
they would alienate the Klan support in 
the south and southwest. This is equiv- 
alent to' saying that the Democrats ac- 
cept the activities of an organization 
which bases the test of Americanism and 
American citizenship on religion and 
race. 
Tho attempt in the resolution on 


the subject to declare against religious 
intolerance is dishonest, so long as sup- 
port from an element committed to re- 
ligions and racial intolerance is courted. 


In other respects the resolutions of the 


Democrats are what were to be expected. 
Their nrraignraent of the Republicans is 
accurate even, to,the point^of being ium- 
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orousu The poor old elephant is nearly 
lanced to death. If we could believe 
that the Democrats were still followers of 
Woodrow "Wilson we oould accept the dis- 
tinction drawn between the two parties, 
which allots to the Republican part}* a 
program of materialism and to the Demo- 
cratic party a purpose of humanitarian- 
ism, 
but Wilson prestigo is relied upon 


more for votes than for principle. Dem- 
ocrats make the most of the corruption 
and betrayal of public trust in the Har- 
ding administration, but it is a question 
if the advantage from this has not already 
been discounted and the campaign placed 
on a new footing by what transpired at 
both, Cleveland and New York. In some 
respects the Democratic platform is ad- 
mirably drawn, but its handling of the 
crucial issues that developed must be a 
matter of general regret. 


OIL T.-BARTP. -INDICTMENTS 


A grand jury has indicted Albert B. 


Fall, former secretary of the interior; 
Harry P. Sinclair and E. L. Doheny, Sr., 
and Doheny, Jr., on criminal charges in 
connection with the leasing of the naval 
oil reserves. - Fall is charged with accept- 
ing a bribe of $100.000 for using his of- 
ficial influence in the negotiation of the 
oil leases. He is also charged with con- 
spiring with Sinclair to defraud the gov- 
ernment in the Teapot Dome lease. Sin- 
clair is accused of conspiracy and the Do- 
henys are accused of conspiracy and 
bribery. 


The country has waited patiently for 


criminal action in these cases. There will 
be no disposition by the press to try the 
defendants in advance of their appear- 
ance in court-, but there can be no doubt 
about the moral character of the transac- 
tions which resulted in this national scan- 
dal. Whether they can be convicted le- 
gally remains to be seen. Mr. Fall's ac- 
ceptance of §100.000 from Doheny has 
all the essential qualities of bribery. Al- 
though it was handed to him in the form 
of a loan, that was mere camouflage. 
The Dohenys wanted the California leas- 
es and they got them. They let Fall have 
$100.000 because he aided them in ob- 
taining the leases. No denials or expla- 
nations can change these facts. The same 
is true of Sinclair's connection with Fall 
and the Teapot Dome lease. 


The country hopes these defendants 


will be convicted. Whether they will be 
or not depends chiefly on the application 
of the criminal statutes to what they have 
done. The transactions themselves have 
been fully disclosed, and it is conclusive- 
ly proven that a great wrong was done, 
that there was gross betrayal of public 
trust and moral corruption. The only 
thing to be decided is whether the a«ts 
were criminal within the meaning and in- 
tent of the law. The country expects the 
most vigorous and determined prosecu- 
tion of the cases. 


THE JAPANESE ATTITUDE 


A cable from Tokio is to the effect that 


Japan has decided, with a brief reply to 
the Hughes note, to close discussion of 
the immigration controversy. It is said 
that the Japanese cabinet has approved 
a note which will simply acknowledge 
Mr. Hughes' statement of America's posi- 
tion and dismiss it with the contention 
that it is not satisfactory and that Japan 
reserves the right to reopen the case at a 
later date. It is further said that it will 
not raise a question as to the legality of 
the new law in its relation to the treaty 
of commerce and navigation. 


If the matter is handled in this man- 


ner we think it will show good judgment 
0n the part of the Japanese government. 
The incident has already aroused much 
bitterness in Japan and since it is obvi- 
ously futile to expect any modification of 
the law, it would only fan the flames of 
feeling to keep the discussions going. If 
the anti-American demonstration in Ja- 
pan were to increase in bitterness and in 
overt acts, it would only be a matter of 
time until we should have reprisals in this 
country. 
Nothing would be gained by 


this except to drive the countries apart 
and to make more diiticult an amicablo 
understanding in the future. The Japan- 
ese government has maintained admirable 
self-restraint all along, and it will add to 
the respect in which it is held in the 
United States by terminating the ex- 
change of notes on the immigration law in 
as pleasing and dignified a manner as 
possible. •

WHY AXD WHEN TU COUGH 


It i« unwise, as a rule to suppress a sneeze, even 


If you know how., to do so. 
On the contrary It Is 


a good health habit to "lay off when you feel a 
sneeze coming on. and devote yourself •wholeheart- 
edly to the business of sneezing. Make it snappy. 
The eneese is an effort to expel something: from 
the nasal cavity, perhaps something Irritating and 
Injurious, mayhap even a newly lodged colony of 
disease germs. Very well. then. Join earnestly with 
nature and try your luck. Only don't sneeze toward 
or upon anybody. Use your handkerchief as a sort 
of life net to catch whatever you expel when you 
sneeze. But make a business of It and sneeze with 
vim. This applies in most cases. There are excep- 
tional Instances in which excessive sneezing oc- 
curs without any benefit to the sneezer and in such 
cases it Is as well to suppress the snees>. 


Cough :s> an effort to expel something from the 


throat, bronchial tubes or chest. If perchance you 
are trying *o expel your tonsils—enlarged tonsils 
ofte* cause a cour1! — you had better give up the 
attempt and have them removed by .the doctor. 
If you have TB oi course you are entitled to do 
more or less coughing, but don't make a habit of it, 
don't cough Just for the general effect or because 
It is coughing time or to try your strength. In most 
cases of lung tuberculosis It Is advisable for the pa- 
tients to learn to resist the Impulse to cough until 
it becomes really necesary to expectorate. This Is 
one of the lessons patients learn under good medi- 
cal treatment, and it is an Important part of the 
rest regime which la essential for recovery. 


In acute pleurisy—which is Inflammation of the 


membrane that covers the lung and lines the chest 
wall—It is painful and harmful to cough and one 
simply should not do It. Here Is where it is good 
treatment to employ suitable sedatives to dull the 
sensation and check the Impulse to cough. Of course 
only a physician can safely administer such reme- 


Iii the onset of ordinary (lobar) pneumonia, which 


is sometimes called pleuro pneumonia, because there 
is nearly always some pleurisy. some Inflammation 
of the lung covering along with the Inflammation of 
the lung lobe or lobes, the cough is both painful 
and useless, even harmful In effect, so that physi- 
cians often give a. dose or two nf eome sedative to 
blunt the desire to cough for a few hours. In the 
later stage of pneumonia cough and expectoration 
becomes free and should be encouraged, not check- 
ed.Elderly persons with recurring winter cough us- 
ually have chronic bronchitis and a 
considerable 


share of them also some bronchiectasis—dilation or 
ballooning of a bronchial tube. These semi invalids 
commonly have a coughing spell on rising in the 
morning. Excellent plan for such of them as are 
not too brittle with age to try a head stand first 
thing every morning. Helps to drain the bronchl- 
ectatic cavities and saves a lot of ineffectual and 
worrisome coughing. Mollycoddles who can't accom- 
plish this feat may substitute the next best posture 
they can assume which Inverts the body for a few 
minutes. Some bedridden patients simply allow the 
head and shoulders to hang down over the side or 
th. bed

Early History 


Of Christians 


Told By Tomb 


(From Die Woche, Berlin.) 


If you travel from the gate of St. 


Sebastian through the ancient narrow. 
Roman street of tombs which leads 
through the Campagna to AJbano, and 
if-you walk down the broad old pave- 
ment, flanked on either side by the 
tombstones of Roman patricians, you 
will arrive at a slight Incline and at a 
door In a stone wall. 


Tou ring tho bell, and a monk In 


the brown garb of the Capuchins or in 
the 
black garb of the Benedictines, 


opens the door for you and conducts 
you through a flourishing flower gar- 
den to a building containing a single 
small shop. He hands you a candle 
fully a yard long and leads you past 
n <sr>rl««- nt marble statues to a stair- 
cam of 35 step*. 


You decend 10 a labyrrlnth of nar- 


row corridors cut Into the crumbling 
tuff stone of tho Campagna. They are 
just high enough to allow you to stand 
upright and are hardly three feet In 
width. 
Square holes In groups of 


three or four yawn at you In almost 
endless number. Most of the holes 
are empty, but In a few of them you 
recognize what are the bones of hu- 
mans. 


Occasionally the corridors broaden 


Into rooms, four to six yards across. 
Opposite the entrance to each you 
notice a deep niche, curved over by a 
graceful arch, and In frc/nt of which 
lies a tombstone half 
sunk in the 


floor. By the ghastly light of your 
flickering candle you discover an In- 
scription In ancient Roman letters. 


This subterranean labyrinth on the 


Via Appia is the largest of the 40 
homes which tho Christians of the 
first four centuries of our era built 
for their dead. They 
called 
these 


places "coemeteries." sleeping places, 
to carry out the idea of resurrection. 


They covered the walls with sym- 


bols of enternnl life. Most of what we 
know 
about the life of the earliest 


Christians has been told us try the 
stones and pictures In this subterra- 
nean museum. Whoever walks through 
these corridors in the flickering-lights 
of candles sees the origins of our 
present Christian civilization so vivid' 
ly before him that this place of all 
in Rome must 
become most sacred 


to him. 


Tho territory which the catacombs' 


occupy consists of nearly 2,500 acres. 
The corridors are 900 kilometers long, 
and the number of single tombs nears 
3,500,000. 


Since 426 these catacombs have been 


merely the place where ritual festl 
vals for church martyrs were celebrat- 
ed. "When the popes began to have 
the bones of the church fathers trans- 
ported to Roman cathedrals, the halo 
of the catacombs disappeared and they 
became a muesum of the oldest Chris- 
tian cult. "Walking through the cor 
ritlors one cannot help feel the breath 
of that splendid martyrdom which 
made the first Christians so saintly.

But today he is a simple country 


gentleman in. the little Chauteau of 
Cholny. on the outskirts of this hum- 
ble hamlet -where for centuries timo 
has stood still.

Cossacks. Tis household does not ex- 
ceed 8 or 10 persons.

United State* department 
of agriculture, who are charged with 
the enforcement of the federal food 
and drugs act. Shipments contain- 
ing eggs have yolks stuck 
to the 


shell, moldy eggs, fclack spots, addled 
eggs, any other eggs, which are nl- 
thy, decomposed or putrid are in vio- 
lation of the law. 
\Federal food inspectors have been 
Instructed to give particular attention 
to shipments of eg^s during the warm 
months of spring and summer to see 
that the channels of interstate com- 
merce are kept as free as possible 
from eggs that do not comply' with 
the law. Shipments of eggs that are 
In violation of the law may be seized 
and the individuals responsible 
for 


the Interstate shipment prosecuted 
tinder the federal food and drugs act. 
say the officials. Some of tho states 
have specific laws requiring the cand- 
ling'of all eggs placed on sale. 


Careful candling before shipment 


will enable dealers to eliminate the 
bad eggs. The elimination of the 
spoiled eggs before shipment not only 


l removes the hazard of violating fed- 


eral and state food laws, but it is 
economical In that it saves shipping 
charges on eggs liltely to be rejected 
at place of receipt.

that supplied in eight pounds of clov- 
er -hey and twenty pounds of good 
corn silage. Sho must have this feed 
regardless of whether or not she pro- 
duces any milk. Food used for milk 
production must be in addition to that 
required to keep the cow's body. 


A 1.000 pound cow produces twenty 


pounds of four per cent milk a day, 
If properly fed, devotes about hair t/i 
her feed to maintenance and half to 
milk production.

30 years ago. It was pointed out by 
Mlsg Carrie E. Morgan who is begin- 
ning her thirty-first year 
as city 


superintendent of schools in Apple- 
ton. 


The need of a system to supplant 


th« old fashioned district system still 
In use'In Appleton was so time-worn 
a subject that Miss Morgan In sub- 
mitting her first annual report 30 
years ago hesitated to po into details 
about It for fear she might be accus- 
ed of making: needless repetition. 


Not only was the city educational 


system 
then 
lacking 
in 
unified 


school government, but even a union 
high school was wanting. The union 
high school became a reality, how- 
ever. In the tenth year of Miss Mor- 
gan's period of holding office. 


That statements declaring her op- 


posed to the union 
school 
system 


were unfounded is clear from the fol- 
lowing except from her first annual 
report made In. June.' 1895: 


"I suppose It Is needless to say 


anything here on 
the much-worn 


theme of our need of a union system 
of schools, governed , by one school 
board, and a union high school for 
the entire city; still I fell so strong- 
ly our need of such a system that I 
cannot refrain from repeating what 
every one of ray predecessors 
has 


said before me, that it is the only 
proper system under which a num- 
ber of city schools should be govern- 
ed. 


BEHIND THE TIMES 


^The disadvantages of our present 


system have been so often discussed 
that It would be but a tireless repeti- 
tion to enumerate them, but what- 
ever may be said In regard to tne 
many excellent features of Appleton-s 
public schools, we are certainly be- 
hind the tlmea In our form of school 
government.'* 


Even at that time most of the cit- 


ies had dispensed with the 
district 


system of schools, and Appleton to- 
day Is unique 
IP this state 
and 
country for still maintaining the old- 
fasbloned system. 


•It took a flre to make Appleton 


realize that a union high school was 
needed. When the old Ryan- high 
school was burned In 1903, the pupils 
•ware Instructed in the city hall and 
elsewhere until a new school for tho 
•whole city' was ready for occupancy 
in 1905. 


The union high school Idea 
was 


adopted by referendum, but the un- 
"lon' system for 
elementary 
schools 


was defeated by ths people. Previous 
to tnls each of the four school dis- 
tricts In ;Appleton maintained high 
schools, the Second and Third dis- 


tricts with full course/high schools, 
and the First ai.l Fourth districts 
maintaining schooU with two years 
of high school work. 


The first school, known as "The 


App'.eton High School." was located 
in a building on the present site of 
the Lincoln school of the Second dis- 
trict. Later in 1?S; th*- Ryan school 
was established on the site of the 
present Appleton high school. In the 
late eighties another high school was 
established by the third district in the 
west end of the city. 


DIDN'T WANT JOB 


By special charter granted by the 


state legislature, t'ls board of educa- 
tion was made to consist of the may- 
or and the clerk and director of each 
school district, and the entire city 
was made one hiy'.i school district: 
but the four high schools continued 
to function separately 
The board of 


education was empowered to engage 
a city superintendent 
who was to 


have the oversight 
of 
all public 


schools. 


This condition ext-.ted 30 years ago. 


and Miss Morgan fiankly admits that 
she was not awaro of It prior to her 
appointment as superintendent. She 
then had little interest in school su- 
perx'ision and was not at all inclined 
to accept the position. 


She had been a teacher In Appleton 


a short time, but was not active • in 
the work at the time of her appoint- 
ment. 
She remembers her surprise 


and displeasure on the day she was 
sweeping the front porch and was ap- 
proached by a member of the boa-d 
fo inform her of her appointment. 
Her knowledge of extreme factional- 
ism and rivalry between the districts 
made her decide promptly to decline 
the office. 
After 
considerable per- 


suasion she was finally induced to ac- 
cept. 


WOMAN ON BOARD 


Miss Morgan succeeded Mrs. Rush 


AVinslow who had held the office for 
two years and declined a. reappoint- 
ment. She also was elected clerk of 
the board of education and has held 
tho same position for 30 years. The 
board at this time consisted of Peter 
R. Thorn, mayor: Mrs. J. N. Stannard 
nnd J. Austin Hawes. First District: 
Joseph Koffend and A. B. Whitman. 
Second District: George Schuldes and 
Chris. Roemer, Third district; E. W. 
Goodrick and Frank Anthes. Fourth 
district. 
Mrs. Stannard was the first 


and only woman who has served on 
the board, and was elected obviously 
for the purpose of providing company 
for the woman superintendent. 


Francis E. McGovern. later gover- 


nor of Wisconsin .was principal of the 
Ryan high school at this time. 


During Miss Morgan's first year in 


office, the entire school enrollment of 
the city was 2.221. whereas, this year 
the'enrollment was reported at 3,723:v 
There were 491 pupils "in the First- 
district school and high school: as 
against 544 today in eight grades on- 
ly:"':S45 in the Second district schools 
and high school .as against 728 today 


in the eight grades only: 5W8 pupils 
in the Third district schools, as against 
732 today; 2S7 in the Fourth district 
school and high school, a* against 284 
in the eight grades only. 


There were 57 teachers in that 


year. 11 of whom 
did high school 


work and four did high school and 
grammar school work. 
Today there 


are 6S tecchers instructing in the dis- 
trict schools, high school, deaf school,

\Vhen tho "present Appleton high 


school was established It was bum 
to seat 450 students. One of the mem- 
bers of the boird made the statement 
that it would take 20 years before the 
school would be filled.

GREENBACK FROCS 


Most of the bait tossers have dubbct 


the little fellow with the Jong, hind 
legs a "greenback " Now some of ye 
angling friends may not think the 
little frog a wonderful 
lure, -but I 


have seen the old bronze backs take 
him in a mad rush when they refused 
tf> strike a plug, live minnow or the 
like. 


The little hard kicker while being 


placed in the back stage by most of 
the tossers is really a good lure if 
properly handled. Take, for instance, 
when he is hooked-up properly, that 
is, tied securely back of the forelegs, 
around the body 
and then in turn 


knotted to 
the bend of the 
hook 


which In turn is pierced through both 
lips of the frog. This method of fas- 
tening the 
little hopper makes him 


secure and ho can be cast till the 
cows come home or. until some nice 
big sokoldodger happens along and 
tears his hind legs off. He should be 
used on a pump pole, as 
previously 


described in one of my articles, 
to 


give the little greenback some pep. 
or that hopping motion, by retrieving 
the line with jerks 
If this method is 


used, the bait tosser undoubtedly will 
be amply repaid, and the little hop- 
per will again take the head of tnt 
class as a wonderful lure. 


Now then, if the greenback is used 


on a casting rod, he should be given 
a yank now nnd then -when retrieving 
to induce the 
movement mentioned 


above, for a game fin will refuse to 
take a dead frog. Cast him right into 
the lillies. dropping him on top of a 
pad then with a quick motion pull 
him off to make it appear that he has 
hopped off and you will notice the «• 
fects. 


Frogs make a good bait especially 


In the fall of the year and can be 
used judiciously with success until 
tbc cold weather arrives. They should, 
however, bo attached to a weighted 
weedless hook to make them most Af- 
fective. Keep it belly down while re- 
itrieving and when a fin strikes, let 
him have the hopp«r until he starts 
running with it 
before setting the 


hook.

ily. one should have a flashlieht and 
stroll along the shore where they 
usually hang 
around 
after dark. 


Flash the lisht into his eyes, and he 
will be blind for a fow seconds, and

Taking Guesswork Out of Mea- 


suring and,Testing Oven 


Are Aids to Success 


For the bride who has been too 


busy with other things to fuss around 
her mother's kitchen making cake for 
"over 
Sunday." this "just how" 
story is planned. 


The best materials, aecura*e meas- 


urements and' careful baking are the 
first requisites of a. successful cake. 


A standard measuring cup and 


spoons should be part of the equip- 
ment. And beware of a recipe read- 
Ing "heaping" teaspoon or cup. or 
"tea" 
or "coffee" cup. All measure- 


ments should be Ir.vel and every bit 
of the ingredient 
measured 
should 


be put into the cake. I£ you leave a 
tablespoon or more of butter stick- 
ing: to the measuring cup your cake 
will lose that much richness and per- 
haps that fluffiness you 
so much 


evy in.your neighbors cakes. 


Always follow the method of mix- 


Ing described in the rule. There's a 
reason for doin^ things a certain 
way and if you have faith in the 
recipe follow instructions explicitly. 


The inexperience 1 baker usually 


has more trouble regulating her oven 
than mixing her cake. And no mat- 
ter how carefully you've mixed, if 
the oven isn't right, the finished cake 
can't be as you want it. Put your 
cake on the middle grate'of the oven 
and as near the center as possible. 
This insures even heat on all sides 
and above and below. If your oven 
bakes too hard on the bottom set a 
dripping pan of water under the cake 
on the bottom of ife oven. 


TEST OVEN 


If you have an oven thermometer 


and regulator much of your guess- 
work,, about the- temperature is elim- 
inated, but if you haven't, this old 
test has stood the test of time. After 
a few experiences you will be able to 
tell by "the feel" when your oven is 
right: 


If a piece of white paper turns a 


deep yellow in five minutes' time jn 
the oven, the oven is right for layer 
cakes. If the paper turns a pale yel- 
low in five minutes the oven Is right 
for sponge cakes. 


These "hints" will be found worth 


following: 


Use pastry flour in preference to 


bread flour. 


Use half butter nnd half lard in a 


dark cake. 


Cream shortening and sugar with 


a woo'den spoon and work the short- 
ening to a cream before adding the 
tugar. It saves "elbow grease." 


Have all the ingredients assembled 


' and the cake pans prepared before 
beginning to mix. 


Oil the pans' with lard or olive oil 


and dust with Hour. The salt in but- 
ter 
scorches quickly and gives a 


strong unpleasant taste to the bot- 
tom of the cake. 


Since sponge and light cakes are 


more "summery" than dark, espoc- 


• cially rich cakes, 
try this 
sponge 


cake recipe. 


SPONGE 
CAKE 


Five eggs, 1 cup sugar, 1 cup flour. 


% teaspoon salt. 1 tablespoon lemon 
Juice. 1 teaspoon1 vanilla. 


Separate yolks from whites of eggs. 


Beat yolks with a. dover beater un- 
til thick and lemon colored. Add su- 
gar'slowly, beating with an egg beat- 
er. Beat in lemon juice and vanilla. 
Beat whites of eggs on a platter with 
a wiro whisk until stiff and dry. Mix 
and sift four timer flour and salt 
Add beaten whites of eggs to yolk 
mixture, using the beater. When the 
•whites are about half mixed with the 
yolks, remove beater and fold in flou1". 
Do not beat, but life and cut and fold 
to mix. This prevtnts the breaking 
of the air bubbles you have so labor- 
iously formed. Turn into a deep pin. 
with or without a chimney and bake 
fifty minutes In a siow oven. 


When the cako Is done it 
will 


shrink from the sides of the pan. 


The cake should not begin to color 


until it has been in the oven about 
twenty minutes. 
The first half of 


the time for baking, the cako should 
rtso to Its full height and begin to 
brown. 
During the last 
half the 


cake continues to brown and really 
bakes. 
The. success of this cake depends 


on the amount of air you beat into 
the eggs and the case with which 
you 
fold 
in the 
flour. Above all 


things, do not beat the batter after 
ths flour is in. Of course, it must 
ho thoroughly 
mixpd, but it MUST 


be handled gently. 
In any recipe, unless otherwise 


specified, granulated sugar should bo 
Tised. A fine grained sugar Is pref- 
erable. 
Turn the sponge cake unslde down 


to cool and remove from the pan 
Do not hurry it, but let it drop from 
the pan at Its own free will.
